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“Ana when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were ail with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were aii filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Sprit gave them utterance.” Acts 2: 
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In the Pauline epistles, which ; 
are thirteen in number, we find | 
the fundamental doctrines of | 
the Church of God. 

At Rom. 5:1 we _ find justi- 
fication by faith. “Therefore be- 
ing justified by faith we have 
peace with God.” So we find 
that justification brings peace 
with God: we no longer feel’ 
that God is angry with us. 

At Col. 2:13, 14. And you, 
being dead in your sins and the 
uncircumcision of your flesh, 
hath he quickened together with 
him, having forgiven you all 
trespasses, So we see God for- 
gives us, and then quickens us 
into life. (spiritual life.) 

At Eph. 2:1, we find that we 
were dead in trespasses and 
sins. So we find after we are 
forgiven our sins that it takes 
the quickening power of God to 
bring us to life. 

The experience of regenera- 
tion (or life) comes so quickly 
after justification that some 
theologians have put regenera- 


tion first. Col. 2:13. Of course! 


there are other * Scriptures that 
substantiate this, but for lack 
of space, I will not refer to 
them. 

Some say if we bring in re- 
generation ‘and justification we 
have no room for sanctification. 
But not so, for justification does 
not make us a child of God, but 
only makes peace with God, 
through faith in the atonement 
of Jesus. But we must be born 
again to be a child of God; re- 
generated, made a new creature. 

Paul at 2 Cor. 5:17 says, 
“Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature; 
old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become 
new. 

At 1 Thes. 4:8, Paul says, 
This is the will of God, even 
your sanctification. And we 
find too, by the reading of the 
first chapter and first verse 
that they were in God the 
Father, andin the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore they are 
new creatures, for they are in 
Christ. And Paul says that those 
who are in Christ are new 
creatures. 

At 1 Thes. 4:7, Paul says, God 
has notcalled usto unelean- 
ness, but unto holiness. And in 
Paul’s prayer for those Thessa- 
lonian Christians he says, “And 
the very God of peace sanctify 

_ you wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Then_at Eph. 5:18, Paul says, 
Be not drunken with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit. He also speaks 
of baptism in water. At Rom. 
6:4 he says, We are buried with 
him by baptism into death. of
